It was Vnot ' lohg'.'-'untll ' ho departed 
"for Novadd, ■^leaving "his ' cpristltuehts 
of Nelson spi^oulatlng and groping as 
to his future Intentions, finding no 
better fortune In the American boom 
towns, and witliln the .space of -a year 
returning once more to tlio province 
of Ilia affection, despite Ills real or 
Imaginary grievances at its handt;. 

The call of tlm farthest Hung .scout- 
ing line was answered when he ml- 
grnted to Prince Rupert, and — defeat- 
ing the land allotment nrrangemenls 
of the railway company by ijltching 
ills printing olUco on ground staked ns 
a mineral claim — presented the "Prince 
Rupert Empire" to the_ worid. 

The "Empire", was disposed of a 
year or more ago, and it was widely 
iieralded that .lohn Houston had bade 
a final an^ regretful farewell to Brit- 
ish Columbia, and would ,;'1.0CatO in 
sunny Mexico, devoting his dcicllnlng 
years to growing golden oranges.

In tl>R 
"I'rlnce r{ni)ert FmpIre" he gave in this 
connection some of the most powerful 
keenly iiraetic.al and yet unorthodox

]ier. ,\iid as he said at the time In one 
of these: 

"I siieak of these matters and what 
they mean tn both comiiiniiicitles and 
to individuals, not as a religious f.an- 
ntic or a li'inpirance franlc, but out 
of hitter exiierleiu.'e, as one udio has 
played the game In many new cities 
and camiis, and by his own mistakes 
lost fortunes, health and the regard of 
many whose good opinion he nio.'^t 
valued."

Mr. John Jardino's apceoli on the 
Ijaecond iT6kAlns^;;--pt^^: the ■. Canadian 
;?Northern Railway' Bill reflects tho 
;rhlKhcst credit upon him. It was u 
• well-considored und successful .attempt 
on his part to define his position im 
tliat very important measure, and lie 
was able to rise above partizanshlp 
'■after a< manners tliat- is- unfortunately- 
without very rna'ny precedenfsfHo rie- 
riliKed, as he ha.<^ all along- realized, that 
tlie eoniinR- oL' tlio Canadian Xorthern 
means very much for Victoria and 
, Vancouver Island, and he. has not 
."hesitated to come forward manfully 
'and say so. Nor did he withhold from

liefore the minds of newcomers, many 
of whom arc with us now. Tlioy may 
not see Just what they want. In the 
way of IniHinoss openings. Most of us 
did not. Most of us who liVjB here had 
to make whatever place we have. So 
wo say to those, who contemplate tak- 
ing up their abode hero, that they must 
not think because many siiecilic op- 
portunities are not in sight, e.xcellent 
opportunities do not exist. -Indeed, if 
they will think over the matter a little, 
they will see that If spccllle opportuni- 
ties stared people in the f:u-i\ tliev 
would soon bo seized upon.

C. p. R. Calling Attention to the Ne- 
cessity of Care in the Markmg 
of Package Freight. 

As a result of the dlfllculty which 
has hitherto been exiierionccd by the 
railroads, esjpecially at transfer points' 
or points where freight breaks bullc, 
through the InsuJHcient marklnfe- of 
packages by shippers, a circular has 
been issued by the Canadian Pnclllc 
Railway Company, per W. R. Mac- 
Innes, freight traffic manager, calling 
the attention of all shippers to the 
necessity of fully marking all freight. 
At points where a large amount of 
freight Is transferred from ■< steamer 
to rail, or vice versa, the marltlng of 
packages In such , manner that con- 
signee's names ' ,and^: destination aro 
plainly shown Is ..a ) very important 
matter, ^and .the failure to do this has 
occasioned the company much! trouble 
as well as delaying shipments. With 
a view to educate shlRipers to take an 
Interest in the marking of freight the 
circular has becfi issued and Is being 
extensively distributed at all iioints 
where the company lias an agency. 
The circular calls attention to the 
necessity of a'U freight buln.rr plainly 
marked and all old marks oblitor.itcd. 
"Tags should not bo used wlicro the 
nature of the freight permits of a 
stencil being used. All marks on 
packages must correspond with those 
in the bill of lading. Other directions 
as to the proper direction or .freight 
are given.
